Dr. Manuel Ferraz de Campos-Salle* 


Passes Away at Age of Eighty-five 


—Did Much for Republic.

de 
Campos-Salles 
-ispresident of Brazil from 1898 to 1902, 
'•tidied here today at the age of 73. 
.soa-iDuring his term of office as presi- 
• -dent he wag responsible for much ol 
"the work of reconstruction of the 
: .great republic which had just emerg- 
ed from a long period of unrest. Dr. 
Campos-Salles after leaving college in 


• 1864 was for a time a newspapei 
man, eventually passing into the po 
litical arena. He was a member of 
parliament during the empire and be 
came known as the "Brazillian Gam 
betta." 
Under the .republic lie be- 
came at first minister of justice, and 
did much to reform the laws of Brazil. 
He afterward became governor of the 
state of San Paulo, where he retained 
office until his inauguration as presi- 
dent.

Prohibit Gambling Machines. 
The French government has decided 
to prohibit the "cent-in-the-slot" gam- 
bling machines which are to be found 
in a'l the smaller wine shops of the 
republic. 
The latest statistics show 
that in 1911 there were no fewer than 
64,953 of these petty gambling ma- 
chines in use in France, -and that their 
total receipts during the year amount- 
ed to nearly 150 million francs ($30,- 
000,000). 
These machines ,are usually leased 
by saloon-keepers on a profit-sharing 
basis. . During 1911 the proprietors re- 
ceived from twenty to thirty per cent, 
of the total takings as their share of 
the profit, in other words about $10,- 
000,000. As the' remaining $20,000,000 
was represented 
by brass 
checks 
drawn from the machines by custom- 
ers successful -in performing the feat 
of skill in which the game consisted, 
checks which are useless unless ex- 
changed for liquor in the saloon in 
which they are ibtamed, it is evident 
that the deputy who denouunced these 
machines is responsible tor a good 
deal of the recent increase of alcohol- 
ism in France had some foundation 
for his views. 
Balzac A Hypnottist. 
That the great French novelist Bal- 
zac was not only a believer in person- 
al "magnetism,", but himself an ex- 
pert hypnotist, is affirmed by/Count 
Apponyi in his "Journal," which has 
just been published. 
Count Apponyi says that 
Balzac 
once related an instance of event- 
reading at a distance which came un- 
der his notice. "I have believed 
in 
magnetism from that day," Balzac con- 
tinued, "and have myself become 
a 


powerful magnetizer. 
Such is my 
force that few people't can resist me. 
Almost everyone 
wno enters 
my 
house becomes hypnotized and I can 
make them, reveal their most secret 
thoughts." 
Balzac boasted that he 


could even hypnotize at a distance.

A;.Bumber. of changes and additions 
to-the: state game 
laws have been 
madc.iby the legitlature 'at its persent 
session. Game Warden W. P. Mason 
lias received .copies'" of the vai'ious 
measures some di which are of es- 
pecial interest to local sportsmen. 
-The following law is now in effect 
in regard to the catching of rough fish 
in dip nets in the 
waters of .Rock 
river: "Section 45GOa—6 of the sta- 
tutes is amended to read: It shall be 
unlawful for any person to fish for, 
take or catch, rough fish with clip nets 
not to-exceed eight feet in diameter 
with meshes not less than four inches 
stretch measure, in the daytime, be- 
tween sunrise'and sunset, in the Rock 
river and in the Crawfish river up to 
bridge number four in the town of 
Beaver -Dam, county of Dodge, and in 
Butternut Lake in Ashland and Pierce 
counties, and all waters in Racine and 
Kenosha counties." 


-There has been added to the game 
laws .a new section providing a closed 
season for the taking 
of 
crawfish 
"Section 4506a—15. It slTall bo 
un- 
lawful to take, catch or kill in any 
of the waters of this state, with any 
devise or in any manner, or to sell, 
offer for sale,- or to ship or transport 
any variety of crawfish or crabs be- 
tween the first day of March and the 
next succeeding tenth day of June 
"2.

Pefense of Little Round 
Top - Death of Weed - 
Peach Orchard - Fight of 
the Louisiana Tigers - In-

HE morning of July 2nd, 1863, 
- dawned bright and clear and the 
' opposing forces were preparing 
.and manoeui'erlng for positions 


;of vantage, to resume the terrible 
'conflict. Meade had perhaps made the 
[best use of the delay between the night 
:of the preceding day and the opening 
jof the second day's battle. 
He had 


.marshalled his entire army at points 
(•where they could best resist assault 
[or originate attack, and even before 
jthe contest had really opened much of 
'.the loss of prestige of the day before 
ihad been regained and the Union 
iforcis went Into the fray with fresh 
i<fourage. 


: _A» early as nine o'clock in the morn- 
ling fire was opened on the Slxty- 
•Third Pennsylvania Regiment belong- 
ing to the corps commanded by Gers- 
icral Sickles which had been'plcketlng 


• ia!on& the Emmlttsburg road. A com* 
fpany of sharpshooters were sent out 
j~-.d they returned with the news that 
.the woods were swarming with Con- 
federates. The firing continued at in- 
itervals until about three o'clock in.the 
'afternoon when there was a terrific 
;conflict around Round Top which 
•'rolled on toward the Peach Orchard. 
}The artillery fire was appalling, but 
.this was only the prelude to more 
•desperate work. General Ldngrstreet. 
•one'of the greatest generals of the 
Confederacy, was moving his men 
ifiown to strike the extreme Union left 
a blow and !f possible crush it. The 
•men in grey came on until it .was 
thought 'that Little Round Top would 
fall into their hands, but the arrival 
;of Sykes' Corps saved the day for the 
iUnlon forces at this particular point. 


.General Weed was shot while on the 


jBammit of Little Round Top. Believ- 
ing that he was about to die he was 
iglving Lieutenant Hazelett his final 
message when the bullet of a Confed- 
erate sharpshooter sank into Hazlett's 
;brain and he fell dead across the body 
.of his dying friend. General Weed was 


loathe _Bushman_farm house 


nearby which had been turned into a 
ho'spltal. He knew that he could live 
only a few minutes longer/and when 
Lieutenant William H. Crennell came 
to his side he asked that the ring he 
wore be taken from his finger and 
sent with his pocketbook containing

—the daughter of the late Simon Cam- 
eron of Pennsylvania, who for a time 
was Secretary of War in Lincoln's 
fablnet.

• The greatest bmvery was displayed 
by both armies and there were sev- 
eral hand to hand conflicts. The spots 
known as the Wheatfield and the "Vr.l- 
ley of Death were covered, with the 
dead and dying, and after the storm 
of battle had ended and the hospital, 
corps and burial parties came on the 
field the scene was a most horrible 
one. 
Down. In the Valley of Death 


they found the body of a Confederate 
soldier—a fine specimen cf- manhood. 
He had crawled aw..y to a secluded 
spot behind B rock and ;c.ld himself 
down to. .die, * In, his hands__tightty_ 


clasped was an open locket contain- 
ing the pictures of three small chil- 
dren. Wounded and alone, the din of 
battle still sounding in his ears, he had 
gazed upon the faces .of tr/e tliree chil- 
dren so soon tD lie f-':herless. 
The 


man was burled with the simple head- 
stone "UNKNOWN" to mark the spot, 
while somewhere in the sunny South 
three little children waited in. vain for 
the father whose last act In life was 
to look upon their baby faces.

General Warrt-i,-'whW'was Meade's 


chief engineer, played!va'. most impor- 
tant part In the defence of Round 
Top, and It seems but fitting that a 
bronze memorial in his ho-or has been 
erected on the very-spot upon which 
he sLood during the'.;:early hours of 
the battle.

Warren never made a~h':ofncial report 
nd was always extremely modest In 
speaking of his work there.

At the close of the day in this part 


of the field the Union forces still held 
r/ittlo Round Top, while the Confed- 


erates were at the westerly base ol 
the hill and we.-i also holding the 
rocky cavern known as Devil's Den. 
While these momentous, events were 
transpiring at tlie left t'.e fighting on 
the rig-ht was no less'severe for Gen- 
eral Ewell was at the same time mak- 
ing a well-directed effort to carry the 
right of, the Union line, and it was dur- 
ing this engagement that the famous 
charge of the Louisiana Tigers was 
made. These men came forward sev- 
enteen hundred strong and^ met the 
Union forces In a hand to hand con- 
flict. 
It was nearly ?da.rk when the 


charge took place and the seznl-dark- 
ness added to the 'horror of the'car- 
nage. 
One of the,, moat i dramatic 


scenes occurred when a Confederate 
lieutenant tried to grasp the battery's 
guidon which was planted .on the 
breastworks/^ As be rwas in the act 
of gaining-it a soldier named Riggin, 
who was its bearer, rode up and shot 
him through the body, and seizing the 
colors Rlggrln leveled his revolver 
again, but ere he could fire he fell 


WP.rd expired. The men of both armies 
were now In the midst of the battery, 
and in the darkness It was difficult 
to distinguish ' friend from foe.

struggle for the guidon ensued.

had fallen into the hands of a Con- 
federate. 
This was discovered by 


Lieutenant Brockway, who seized a 
stone and felled him to the ground 
and the next instant the Confederate 
was shot by "his own musket.

Confederates by this time' outnum- 
bered the Union solcUers and the wild- 
est fighting followeff:1' "Death on our 
own State soil ra^?er.t"than give the 
enemy pur guns!" .cried 'the .Pennsyl- 
yanlana. .Just at that "moment Car- 
roll's 'Brigade came to the. rescue and 
the Tigers retreated—these men of 
Early's Division whp^bo.asted that they 
had never before. ,6^e.en' repulsed in a 
charge.

The Circus 
Business

About twenty-two or three 
years 
ago a young man by the name of Par- 
sons, whose home was in Darlington, 
.V-'S-' started in show business 
with 
the Ringling Brothers. 
His first ven- 
ture was that of lo'oking after the pri- 
vileges which meant the candy, pop- 
corn and peanut privileges of 
the 
show. When Mr. Parsons first started 
in the business he only employed four 
or nve men, but as the show grew 
the privileges becanle greater and ne- 
cessarily took more men. to do 
the 
work. 


"Butch" Parsons, as he'was known 


•with the show, had a large square 
stand in the menagerie which 
was 
well supplied at all times with candy, 
pop-corn, lemonade, and everything of 
that kind to catch the youngsters.'Mr. 
Farsons as manager of the privileges 
was a success from the start and year 
atter year his business grew as' the 
show grew and it was only three or 
four years till he had a good sized 
bank account. 


He. commenced many 
years ago 
buying farming land in South Dakota 
and after a year or two he 
engaged 
the services of 'an oid friend from 
.Uarhngton. by the name o£ Crockett 
and. sent him west to take chage of 
his land interests. For the most part 
these-lands are between Verii 
and 


.- Mitchell and- are said to be among the 
finest in South Dakota. 


Mr Crockett proved to be a hustler 
and Mr. Parsons spared no money on 
improvements and stocking the farm 
with well bred horses and cattle The 
Parsons Ranch, as it is now known, 
is something about 4,000 acres and 
the principle industry is that of rais- 
ing and shipping of cattle to the Chi- 
cago market. 


Only last spring Mr. Parsons 
and 
his manager shipped about 400 head 
of fat. two year olds to the Chicago 
market, which was said to be one of 
tlie finest shipments ever sent to the 
Chicago stock yards. 


Mr. Parsons quit the show business 
some two or three years ago and is 
now putting in all his time on his 
western ranch. He is now a middle- 
aged man and the foundation of his 
fortune and large western ranch was 
laid by -selling lemonade, pop-corn 
and peanuts with the Ringling Bro- 


Jn talking with Mr. Parsons he said 
he was with the Ringling show twen- 
ty-one years and never had a losing 
season. He said, "While I sometimes 
feel that I would like to hear the band 
playing and watch 
the large crowds, 


still I am well satisfied to be where 
I am and look atter my farm 
and 
cattle." 


Mr. Parsons had one hundred and 
sixty-five head of young calves on his 
ranch this spring which must be a 
fine sight to look at as they are all 
high bred ones and in two or three 
years later will also be ready for the 
Chicago market. And this only goes' 
to show the money it is possible 
to 
make with a circus sellng pop-corn 
and lemonade. 


In the mddle eighties with 
the 
Adam Forepaugh .show one of 
the 
strong features was the western rid- 
ers and about twenty-five 
cowboys 
were with 
the show that 
season. 
Among the rest was a young man by 
the name of Charles Cody, who was a 
great broncho rider and always said 
he could ride anything that wore hair. 
We were in Boston, Massachusetts, 
for two weeks and about the middle 
of the engagement 
Mr. Forepaugh 
made arrangements with young Cody 
to ride an elk that was with the 
show. This elk was as wild as 
a 
western jack rabbit and • could run 
much faster, but young Cody said it 
they would take him from the cage, 
take him in on the hippodrome and 
cinch his.saddle on him that he would 
ride him around 
the 
hippodrome 
track. And if I remember rightly it 
took about twenty-five men to get the 
elk onto the track and cinch the cow- 
boy saddle on him. 


The entrance 
between the hippo- 
drome track and the" menagerie was 
barricaded with high planks 
about 
ten feet, high so that the elk could 
not make his escape back into the 
menagerie. 
When young'Cody got in- 
to the saddle away went the elk on a 
two minute clip around the hippo- 
drome track and when he came to the 
oarricade he 
attempted to jump it, 
but struck the top of it with his breast 
and was going at such a fast speed 
that although he dropped, young Cody 
went on over the barricade some fifty 
feet out into the menagerie 


The men rushed to him and ex- 


pected that lie was killed, but found 


'him'still breathing and took "him into 
the dressing rooms and-sent for a doc-

grounds on horse back, leading a wild 
broncho'between .their horses. 
They 
had him,fastened to their saddles and 
he looked the bad one that he proved 
! to be. One of them came up to 
the 
ticket wagon and said, "We want to 
see Mr. Forepaugh. 
We have got a 


wild broncho' here and we are after his 
$1/000." . '• 
. . 


Mr. Forepaugh sent back after a 
rider known as "Wild I-Iorse Harry" 
land when ,he came to the front door, 
! Mr. .Forepaugh said "Here's a wild 
broncho for you to ride." 


After getting some of his friends 


to help him they took the broncho 
around into a vacant lot, threw him 
onto the ground and cinched the sad- 
dle on him and "W^ild Horse Harry" 
made his start with no bridle or any- 


i thing to, guide him about the field. 
It 
was a very hot day and they had not 
gone ten rods when Harry took off 
his big wide brimmed hat and was hit- 


•i'tng.th'e broncho on one side with the 
hat ami then the other and the bron- 
co was buck jumping in every direc- 
tion. 


But the rider'sat there as easily ap- 
parently as the average man would 
sit in an arm chair. After short time 
the broncho saw that it was no use and 
he dropped in the field where he lay 
for more than an hour "before his own- 
ers-could get him up and started back 
for home. In a jesting way Mr. Fore- 
paugh told them to go home and set 
a tough one and come back; that-that 
kind were too easy for his "kind 
'of 
riders: .
